We  are  endlessly  grateful  to  the  many  people  who  worked  so  hard  in  our  behalf 
in  an  attempt  to  secure  the  budget  request  of  $88,900  for  each  year.   No  other  state  ser- 
vice received  as  many  letters  asking  support.

The  John  Newbery  Medal,  given  annually  since  1922  for  the  "most  distinguished  con- 
tribution to  American  literature  for  children"  goes  to  Mr.  O'Dell  for  Island  of  the  Blue 
Dolphi  ns  published  by  the  Houghton  Mifflin  Company  of  Boston,  Mass. 

The  Randolph  Caldecott  Medal,  awarded  since  1938  to  the  artist  of  the  year's  "most 
distinguished  American  picture  book,"  was  won  by  Mr.  Sidjakov  for • Baboushka  and  the 
Three  Kings,  published  by  Parnassus  Press,  Berkeley,  Calif.
